Thus impraaiad, I aaoaad tha roatrum to 
name the next preaident of the United 
i^tatea. New York preseuta him to the con- 
vention and pledges her eletoral rota. 

"Delegations from tba thirty-eight states 
and all tiie territoriea are here assembled, 
without caucus or oousultatien, ready simul- 
taneously to take up the cry and make the 
vote unanimous. We are here indeed, not 
to chc'Ose a candidate, only to name the one 
the people have already obooan.
